Another Day in Paradise 


Palm trees on the bridge? What could go wrong?

What do you get for the 


billions-over-budget, years-be- 
hind-schedule bridge that has every- 
thing? 

Palm trees, naturally. 

A phalanx of hulking Canary 
Island Date Palms was last month 
installed on the eastern portion 
of the new Bay Bridge. These run 
$15,000 a pop, and are part of a 
$900,000 splurge for landscaping 
on the bridge. 

Sans palm trees, perhaps, daily 
commuters might forget they were 
in California. 

A grove of arborists contacted 
by SF Weekly described this move 
as “hubristic” and “crazy,” among 
other ominous adjectives. But it 
was agreed that, if you absolutely 
had to put trees on a bridge, you 
could certainly do worse than the 
Canary Island Date Palm. These 
trees almost definitely won’t 
blow over. They’re majestic. 
“They look really good,” 
says Christopher Altman 
of Trees Company. 

But they possess 
a menagerie of un- 
desirable traits — 
especially for an in- 
stallation only yards 
away from traffic. 
These “are very messy 
trees, says Brian Bak- 
er, district manager 
for Davey Tree Compa- 
ny. They don’t do spectac- 

















ularly well in moist, windy areas — 
and they’re now sprouting out of a 
bridge constantly buffeted by sea 
winds. As anyone who’s done time 
in Los Angeles can attest, the sight 
of palm fronds littering the street 
is hardly uncommon. The fronds on 
these trees can reach 12 feet long 
and weigh up to 100 pounds. 

Also: These are date palms, so 
they tend to drop nasty little inedi- 
ble dates everywhere. These attract 
vermin — which likely won't be a 
problem on the bridge. Dates could 
draw birds, however. And birds 
have a tendency to drop nasty little 
inedible objects everywhere, too. 

Canary Island Date Palms, 
furthermore, are fussy. Soil, says 
Bartlett Tree Experts arborist Juan

And, on top of everything, 
these trees are susceptible to 
a highly communicable fun- 9 » 
gal disease that has slain 
a number of Canary 
Island Date Palms in J 
San Francisco. “That’s 
a big red flag: planting 
this tree when there’s a 
well-known lethal disease in 
the area,’ says Drew Zwart, a 
plant pathologist in Bartlett’s 
tree research lab. “It makes one 
scratch their head a little bit. But 
that tree really does scream ‘Cali- 
fornia.” 
There might be lots of 
screaming, however, if the 
palms are stricken with the 
rare condition “sudden 
crown drop” — in which 
a massive, outward- 
ly healthy tree does 
just what you think it 
would do. 

In short, Canary 
Island Date Palms are 
rather high-mainte- 

nance. But, arborists 
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agree, if properly and thoroughly 
looked after, everything should 
work out, and your commute 
shouldn’t be inconvenienced by an 
avalanche of palm detritus. 

Perhaps it'll go according to 
plan. After all, with this bridge, 
something has to. 


Overgrown 
Mustache 


Lyft's side spinoffs. 
It took all of a couple 


months for the car-hire service 
Lyft to turn a Pepto-pink mus- 
tache into a branding empire. A 
year since the company’s genesis, 
the hairy logo hasn't just become 
ubiquitous on car bumpers; it’s 
now one of the most desirable 
trademarks in San Francisco. And 
evidently, Lyft is willing to share it. 

According to a spokeswoman, 
Lyft’s pink mustache trademark 
applies only to transportation, 
meaning that if you slapped a 
fuchsia beard on your sedan 
and christened it a taxi service, 
youd get a cease-and-desist 
order. But Lyft seems amena- 
ble to spinoffs within its own 
ranks.

When librarians must 
deal with the most 
unwelcome book 
deposits of all. 


Last month, Aton Cole 
purportedly made his own contribu- 
tion to the San Francisco Public Li- 
brary’s philosophy of language 
section, albeit not one of a literary va- 
riety. The 33-year-old is charged with 
causing $3,000 worth of damage after 








allegedly urinating onto a bookshelf. 
Everyone's a critic. 


Per a San Francisco Examiner arti- 


cle, librarians joined in the cleanup 
effort; library spokeswoman Mi- 
chelle Jeffers affirms they receive 


training in such activities: “There’s a 
whole protocol” regarding librarians 


dealing with human effluvia. 
Librarians, who must earn a 
master’s degree in library science 
to be considered for a position in 
San Francisco, may be the most 
educated workers in the city whose 


job description includes impromptu 


waste clean-up. That’s the takeaway 
from the aforementioned library 
protocol, unsubtly titled “Cleaning 
Up Small Amounts of Human Fecal 


Material, Urine or Vomit.” 

When “cleaning up small 
amounts,’ librarians are instructed 
to “use the Body Fluid Spill Kit,” a 
five-gallon “labeled plastic contain- 
er’ located in every branch library 
and — wisely — on every floor of 
the Main Branch. Jeffers confirms 
that “small amounts” is a term that 
has not been quantified. 

San Francisco, however, is ap- 
parently alone among area library 
systems in formally codifying the 
procedures highly educated pro- 
fessionals should undertake when 
mopping up fecal material, urine, or 
vomit in any quantity — let alone 
formally designating a “Body Fluid 
Spill Kit.” 


Jamie Turbak, the acting deputy 
director of the Oakland Public Li- 
brary, recalls the time someone took 
the after-hours deposit slot rather 
literally. But librarians wouldn't be 
the one to clean the books within. 
In fact, a deposited-upon book 
would be deposited in the trash: “It 
would not be our practice to clean 
the books.” 

Berkeley, meanwhile, may boast 
the highest per capita quantity of 
open-air human waste in the na- 
tion. But its library system doesn’t 
feature a “Body Fluid Spill Kit” and 
its librarians aren't treated to fecal/ 
urine/vomit white papers. “No, we 
just have a ‘blood-borne pathogen’ 
one, says Jay Dickinson, Berkeley’s 


circulation manager. “And it’s really 
boring.” 

Berkeley’s tales of inappropriate 
library materials aren't, however. 
There was the “hall-of-fame” patron 
who repeatedly dropped roach-in- 
fested books into the slot. And there 
was the curious man who waddled 
into a library restroom with an arm- 
ful of rancid raw hamburger patties 
and proceeded to create a bas-relief 
sculpture on a stall. 

“It was kind of artistic,” says 
Dickinson. 

Perhaps Berkeley has a higher 
class of library miscreants than our 
fair city. Theirs, it seems, at least 
clean up a small amount of praise.

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Go Round and Round 


Muni's reaction to a preventable death offers a glimpse behind the mask. 


Strange and terrible things 
find their way onto your desk when 
you work for a newspaper. Here’s 
what’s on the top of the pile: a press re- 
lease about how “the Bay Area is dying 
to love death.” It urges older Ameri- 
cans to eliminate “the negativity and 
fear surrounding death.” 

Apparently dying gets a bad rap: 
“Our end-of-life experience doesn’t 
have to be rushed, hushed, or neg- 
ative — instead it can be a natural 
process that is in harmony with the 
environment.” 

That may describe the “end-of- 
life experience” on some publicist’s 
home planet. But not here. Not in 
San Francisco. 

And not for Cheng Jin Lai. 


On Oct. 18, the 78-year-old was 
pedaling through SoMa with a sack of 
recyclables strapped to his bicycle at 
8:45 in the morning. That’s a rough 
life for anyone, let alone a mana few 
ticks shy of 80. 

It preceded a rough death. 

A 27-Bryant bus knocked Lai off 
his bicycle, then rolled over him. He 
was crushed beneath the back-right 
tire. Lai died on the street. 

It was not a natural process. It 
was not in harmony with the envi- 
ronment. 

A series of SF Weekly stories 
following Lai’s death revealed the 
bus that crushed the cyclist was 
missing an “S-1 Gard” — a polyure- 
thane bumper mounted in front of 
the back-right tire and specifically 
designed to keep people from being 
crushed. 

It was only after those stories 
were written that Muni called for a 
fleetwide inspection of its buses. It 
was only after this negative publicity 
that Muni crafted a rushed, hushed 
written policy regarding these safety 
devices. It was only after SF Weekly 
began asking questions that Muni 
boss Ed Reiskin’s top lieutenants 
bothered to inform him of “the pos- 
sibility” the S-1 Gard was missing. 
(Weeks after Lai’s death and despite 
multiple eyewitness accounts, vid- 
eos, and photographs clearly show- 
ing the device was not in place, Muni 
still refuses to confirm the S-1 Gard 
was absent.) 

Cheng Jin Lai was unique. But 
Muni’s reaction to his death was not 
— it fits into a larger pattern. The 
agency’s response wasn't to protect 
the people of San Francisco. 

It was to protect itself. 
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Now you see it, now you 
don't: An “S~-1 Gard" is 
missing from the bus that 
killed Chang Jin Lai. 


Ed Reiskin is not a transit guy. 
Prior to running Muni, he oversaw the 
Department of Public Works. Prior to 
that, he oversaw the 311 call center. 
And, prior to the day of this paper’s 
first story about Lai’s death, Reiskin 
did not know what an S-1 Gard was. 

There is no shame in this. 
Reiskin’s expertise is in manage- 
ment. His sterling reputation for 
competence is such that he may be 
able to execute even the most du- 
bious of endeavors the agency has 
tasked him with. And, once news of 
the missing safety device reached 
Reiskin, he did everything right. 

The fleetwide inspection of all 
Muni’s buses was undertaken: Per 
the agency’s self-reported numbers, 
only 14 of 801 coaches were without 
an S-1 Gard. A policy memo barring 
buses missing the device from city 
streets was belatedly produced. It is 
difficult to imagine Lai’s fate befall- 
ing another San Franciscan (at least 
any time soon). 

There is shame, however, that it 
took four days and external media 
pressure before a bevy of Muni man- 
agers — up to and including Transit 
Director John Haley — clued in 
Reiskin. There is shame that demon- 
strably lethal buses were allowed 
to roll through the city for a week 
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while Muni managers scrambled to 
justify unjustifiable policies. There is 
shame that Muni continues to evoke 
Heller, Kafka, or Orwell — take your 
pick — in refusing to comment on 
the presence of an S-1 Gard that was 
clearly nonexistent. Multiple sourc- 
es have confirmed to your humble 
narrator that it was known — and 
known damn well — within minutes 
of Lai’s death that the device was not 
on this bus. One eyewitness noticed 
the S-1 Gard’s mounting brackets 
were still visible — but the Gard was 
long gone. 


Muni’s official explanation for 
keeping its director out of the loop for 
four days is ambitious in its illogic. An 
investigation into whether a device 
that clearly wasn’t on a bus was ona 
bus or not apparently needed to be 
carried out before Reiskin was brought 
up to speed. That investigation is on- 
going — and yet Reiskin was brought 
up to speed anyway — on the very day 
the matter became public. 

Muni managers, however, appar- 
ently figured something was awry, 
as an investigation of all the Orion 
buses of the sort that killed Lai was 
called for on the day of the incident. 
This is a bizarre and arbitrary move. 
Orion buses are no more or less like- 
ly to lose their S-1 Gards than any of 
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the other half-dozen types of coach- 
es in Muni's fleet — why inspect 
only the 50 Orion vehicles, but wait 
a week to review the 750 others in 
the fleet? And, in the wake of a grue- 
some and preventable death, why 
not mention any of this to the head 
of the agency? 

Here’s a thought: It was only after 
Reiskin became involved that Muni 
produced an actual written memo 
regarding care and maintenance of 
S-1 Gards — and proscribing a bus 
without one from rolling through 
city streets. Allowing those vehicles 
free rein while blithely shrugging 
your shoulders and claiming no writ- 
ten directive is being violated is no 
longer kosher. 

That memo wasn’t penned by 
Haley, incidentally, but Neal Popp — 
the agency’s deputy director of bus 
maintenance. Muni spokesman Paul 
Rose claimed this wasn’t unusual. 

Perhaps it’s also not unusual that 
Popp’s memo was punched into a 
cellphone in text-message language 
at 6:06 a.m., when he was hundreds 
of miles from San Francisco. 


In April 2010, attorney Scott 
Whitsitt ambled out of his office on 
Mission and Beale. He judiciously al- 
lowed a 14-Mission to pass him before 
stepping off the curb — right in front 


of another 14-Mission. Witnesses 
heard him shriek, “Oh God, no!” 

And then he was gone. 

His husband’s resultant wrongful 
death suit against the city takes 
aim at the bus driver — and, Lord 
knows, she proved to be an ample 
target. Per the suit, she “mistook the 
brake pedal for the accelerator ped- 
al.” Also, she was “busy unwrapping 
a candy bar with both hands” in the 
moments before striking Whitsitt. 

A Muni source confirmed to your 
humble narrator that investigators 
even located the wrapper beneath 
the steering wheel. 

Left unmentioned in this suit, 
however, was the mile-long record of 
problems ominously afflicting this 
bus prior to its lethal accident. Docu- 
ments obtained by SF Weekly in 2012 
reveal “Preventive Maintenance and 
Defects/Repair records 60 days prior 
to the incident date shows a histo- 
ry of 15+ defects to the Brake and 
Propulsion System.” The coach was 
demonstrating “a pattern of vehicle 
malfunction as recently as two days 
before the incident.” 

But since the driver was such an 
easy legal target, none of this was 
ever seriously examined. We’ll never 
know if the bus would even have 
stopped had the driver managed to 
find the correct pedal. Muni remains 
unchanged. 

The cause of Lai’s death, however, 
seems as unambiguous as it was 
needless. And yet powerful elements 
within Muni still battled to maintain 
the agency’s ludicrous status quo. 

It was deemed more expedient for 
Muni to cover its rear end than its 
rear wheels. 

And, even after outside pressure 
shamed the agency into action, it 
still claims it violated no “regulato- 
ry requirements. Its official position 
is that, in establishing a policy to 
install devices on the bus to prevent 
people from being crushed, it was 
doing everyone a favor. 

S-1 Gards are a proactive device. 
But Muni remains a reactive agency. 

The fleetwide inspection is com- 
plete. A policy has been crafted. We 
have, after all of this, arrived at the 
right place. But, just like a journey 
on a crosstown bus, it was lengthy, 
unnerving, and far from pleasant. 

For Muni, perhaps, this is a nat- 
ural process that is in harmony with 
its environment.

Jamie Vasta searched high and low 
for the perfect subject for her me- 
dium, from Angela Carter’s fairy tales 
to Caravaggio’s oil paintings, before 
fulfilling her quest.

For almost a year now, City Lights’ program director Peter Maravelis has 
been plotting a festival celebrating Oulipo, the literary movement that uses 
writing constraints to generate new forms. A famous example is George 


Perec’s 300-page mystery novel A Void, which does not contain the letter “e 
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and has as a central theme the absence of that letter. Started in 1960 in 
France, where most of its members still reside, Oulipo has admitted only 
two American members: Harry Matthews and Daniel Levin Becker, who last 
year published a history of the movement called Subtle Channels: In Praise of 
Potential Literature. Levin Becker will be joined by Oulipians Paul Fornel and 
Hervé Le Tellier for this four-day laboratory, which includes a multimedia 
presentation and panel discussion on Wednesday, readings from Oulipian 
and Oulipo-inspired texts on Thursday, a reading from the newly released, 
but ongoing, collectively authored serial novel based on a 1979 text by 
Perec, called Winter Journeys, on Friday, and writing workshops in both En- 
glish and French on Saturday. City Lights has teamed up with the Mechanics

If you're gonna do it, do it right. Safe-sex advocate and graphic designer Da- 
vid Bense has been creating and collecting sex-positive posters since 1982, 
and more than 100 of them are on display with tips to keep you happy and 
healthy in “SAFE SEX BANG." The title refers to the double whammy of 
maintaining morale in LGBT communities in the face of HIV/AIDS while 
disseminating life-saving information, giving outreach programs more bang 
for their buck. Posters were gathered from San Francisco to New York, and 
beyond, including work by the late David McDiarmid, artist and political ac- 
tivist from Australia, the groundbreaking “Play Fair!” brochure by the Sis- 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence, large bus shelter posters, and work created by 
Bense himself.

‘7m Infinite Regress 


Two Iranian artists multiply their images for spiritual and political effect.

With an arts tradition that 
goes back more than 5,000 years, anda 
modern art scene that embraces every- 
thing from graffiti to avant-garde film, 
Iran is one of the world’s greatest coun- 
tries to experience the visual arts. It’s a 
travesty that Iran has been off-limits to 
most Americans since 1979, when a 
revolution turned it into a pariah state. 
But the détente that has emerged on 
the political front with the election of a 
new Iranian president (who, by the 
way, is on Twitter) parallels the open- 
ing of three new exhibits that are giv- 
ing Americans a first-hand look at the 
intricacies of Iranian art and sculpture. 

The largest show, “Iran Modern,” 
is at New York’s Asia Society, but San 
Francisco has two sterling exhibits: 
“The First Family” at Haines Gallery, 
which features the work of longtime 
Iranian artist Monir Farmanfar- 
maian, and “Twisted Sisters: Reimag- 
ining Urban Portraiture” at San Fran- 
cisco City Hall, which features the 
work of Sanaz Mazinani, who spent 
her early life in Tehran and now lives 
in Bernal Heights. 

Mazinani’s montages take tra- 
ditional Persian motifs and infuse 
them with modern touches — anda 
San Francisco aesthetic. Golden Gate 
Bridge, for example, has red sections 
of the span’s towers floating in a blue 
sky, where they connect with cloud 
puffs and geometric shapes to form 
an otherworldly kaleidoscope. Influ- 
enced by patterns found in tradition- 
al Persian carpets, and utilizing Per- 
sian blues that adorn some of Iran’s 
most dazzling structures, Mazinani 
made Golden Gate Bridge for a series 
she calls “Forever in the Sky.” In 16th 
and Mission, also on display at City 
Hall, Mazinani has tall, thin palm 
trees floating in the air next to an as- 
semblage of alluring shapes. In Sutro 
Tower, it’s the top of San Francisco's 
tallest transmission structure that 
hovers high in the sky, Persian-style. 
The patterns — like the patterns of 
floral shapes, calligraphy, and archi- 
tectural swoops that cover Iranian 
mosques — are designed to both 
focus the mind and free it. 

“I was doing research, and I found 
that the reason Iranian mosques are 
covered in this pattern is to allow 
your eyes to fall into it and to go else- 
where intellectually,” says Mazinani. 
“It’s a spiritual thing.” 

“Twisted Sisters,” which celebrates 
San Francisco's Sister City relation- 
ship with Zurich, Switzerland, show- 
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cases the work of five Bay Area artists 
who tear down touristic stereotypes 
of San Francisco. Mazinani, who’s 
35, was an ideal choice for the ex- 
hibit — someone who's lived in four 
countries (Iran, Turkey, Canada, the 
United States) and knows how easy 
it is for reductive impressions to be- 
come the normative view. Her family 
left Iran in 1989, after the Iran-Iraq 
war that killed more than a million 
people. Mazinani, who moved to the 
Bay Area in 2009 to get an MFA from

Stanford, frequently addresses issues 
of war and conflict in her work, as 
with her photographic series of the 
Occupy movement and her art series 
examining media representations 

of war. Mazinani’s “Sky” series com- 
bines painterly touches with pho- 
tography. Mazinani has been taking 
images of clouds for a decade. 

“T was always really interested in 
borders and issues around land and 
landlessness, and being an immi- 
grant, and I found it really rewarding 


Hearts Doctor, as the work came to be 
known, was beloved by the building’s 
owners, who covered it in plexiglass 
to ward off vandals. In the past year, 
though, saboteurs have dripped black 
paint over the doctor’s face and body, 
somehow nestling the paint between 
the plexiglass and the wall. Peaceful 
Hearts Doctor is essentially destroyed, 
says a worker at Eastern Bakery, a 
longtime Chinatown establishment 
on the street level of the same build- 
ing. Sitting behind the counter, the 
woman (who refused to give her 
name) says Banksy’s creation has now 
brought “problems” to the corner of 
Grant Avenue and Commercial Street, 
including an increase in graffiti on 
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to look up at the sky and see these 
beautiful clouds moving — without 
any limitations, without checkpoints, 
without passports,” she says. “I was 
making works about war and con- 
flicts and activism and all this stuff 
and this is a way for me to also make 
it beautiful. It creates an accessible 
way for people to enter my work. 
They can see what they want in it. I 
really like having work that’s open to 
interpretation.”

Monir Farmanfarmaian’s art at 
Haines Gallery also has an interpretive 
quality, and adopts patterns that are 
completely transfixing. Farmanfar- 
maian, who’s almost 90, used thou- 
sands of mirror pieces to create 
shimmering triangles, squares, hexa- 
gons, decagons, and other shapes. Mir- 
rors are overlaid on mirrors. Angles jut 
into other angles. Approaching one of 
Farmanfarmaian’s creations is like ap- 
proaching a hall of cascading mirrors, 
except that Farmanfarmaian’s works 
are small — anywhere from 2 to 4 feet 
across. 

In Persian culture, the mirror is 
used frequently in art, architecture, 
and religious settings to signify a 
connection to the divine. So Farman- 
farmaian’s art at Haines Gallery — 
besides being intensely beautiful — 
has an underlying spiritual element. 
It’s there if you want it, just as it is in 
Mazinani’s art. Like Mazinani, Far- 
manfarmaian has lived in both Iran 
and the United States — Farman- 


neighboring walls. On the corner, el- 
derly Chinese men still play the musi- 
cal instrument called the ehru, 
hoping that passersby will give them 
tips. But few people stop anymore to 
take their photo in front of Peaceful 
Hearts Doctor, which is now unrecog- 
nizable as a genuine Banksy. The doc- 
tor looks like a monstrous blob from a 
cheap 1950s scare flick. The only 
thing to do, really, is walk a few blocks 
away, to 270 Columbus Ave., where 
another Banksy work — this one with 
an anti-war message (“If at first you 
don’t succeed — call an airstrike”) — 
sits atop the building, mostly 
untouched since it first appeared 
three years ago. J.C. 
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farmaian’s initial tenure was in the 
1940s and 1950s, in New York, and 
put her in touch with some of Amer- 
ica’s most formidable artists of the 
time, including Jackson Pollock, Wil- 
lem de Kooning, and Andy Warhol. 
Warhol was a fan. Farmanfarmaian’s 
early years in the U.S., where she 
studied at Parsons School of Design 
and at Cornell, changed her life and 
her art. So did returning to Iran in 
the late ‘50s, where she gave Iranians 
a new way to experience the art form 
of mirrors. 

“I did art because I loved to ex- 
press myself, but didn’t expect that 
I’m doing something unusual. Now, 

I realize that I have done something 
unusual that brought the medium of 
mirror work and geometric design 
for the public,” Farmanfarmaian told 
an interviewer last year. “It was al- 
ways in the ceiling or the wall or the 
palaces, but it never was in people’s 
houses.” 

Iran’s 1979 revolution was devas- 
tating to Farmanfarmaian. The coun- 
try’s religious authorities confiscated 
her early works, and she fled to New 
York — though she returned to Ivan 
in 2004. She says Iran makes the only 
type of thin glass that’s ideal for her 
work. Farmanfarmaian laughs a lot 
in interviews. She’s happy to still be 
an active artist using a medium she 
loves. Mirrors, she says, give every- 
one “a reflection of your soul.” That 
type of Sufi thought is embedded in 
Iran’s culture, and is carried — not 
surprisingly — in the art of both Far- 
manfarmaian and Mazinani, wherev- 
er they choose to live or exhibit.

Having lost 40 pounds to embody 
AIDS activist Ron Woodroof, Matthew 
McConaughey may resemble a shadow 
of his former self in Dallas Buyers Club, 
but his outsized charisma — here col- 
ored with subtle vulnerability — is 
nonetheless the spark that enlivens 
this tale of unlikely rebellion. Jean- 
Marc Vallée’s film commences in 1986 
with redneck electrician-cum-hustler 
Woodruff screwing anonymous 
women at a Texas bull-riding event 
while one of the competitors dies — 
ominous foreshadowing for the subse- 
quent revelation that Woodroof’s 
promiscuity has left him with full- 
blown AIDS and, according to a doctor 
(Denis O’Hare), only 30 days to live. 
That diagnosis is met with resistance 
by Woodroof, who with the aid of 
transsexual Rayon (Jared Leto) com- 
bats the medical establishment (and 
its promotion of the drug AZT) by es- 
tablishing a buyer’s club where mem- 
bers are given access to medicine 
Woodroof imports from Mexico and 
overseas. Also charting Woodroof’s 
waning homophobia, burgeoning rela- 
tionship with a sympathetic doc (Jen- 
nifer Garner), and mounting conflict 
with the FDA, the film occasionally 
feels overstuffed with incidents that 
have been dramatized in dull black- 
and-white terms. Vallée compensates 
for that shortcoming by embellishing 
the action with quick-insert snapshots 
of quiet moments that lend necessary 
depth to his cast’s characterizations. 
Ultimately, however, Dallas Buyers 
Club is McConaughey’s show. Gaunt to 
the point of sickliness, the actor wields 
his trademark Southern-devil charm 
as both a weapon and as armor, all 
while layering his charismatic bluster 
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with an anger that lends poignant 
weight to his portrait of Woodroof’s 
fight for life and, in the process, for his 
— as well as other AIDS sufferers’ — 
basic human dignity. Nick Schager 


Diana 
Rated PG-13. Now showing. 


Best known for Downfall, about the 
last days of Hitler, director Oliver 
Hirschbiegel turns his attention now 
to a cuddlier if thematically consistent 
subject: the last years of Diana, Prin- 
cess of Wales. This inessential but 
watchable and poshly mawkish movie 
covers the brief span between her di- 
vorce from Prince Charles and her 
1997 death in a Paris car crash with 
Egyptian billionaire scion Dodi Al 
Fayed — two events whose exposition 
Hirschbiegel willfully shirks in favor of 
dwelling on Diana's intense semi-se- 
cret romance with Pakistani-born Lon- 
don heart surgeon Hasnat Khan. Here 
she takes the form of a carefully coiffed 
and costumed Naomi Watts, and he’s 
played by Naveen Andrews from Lost 
and The English Patient. Both are 
charming and commanding; they 
maintain their dignity even when the 
dialogue creaks, which is often. Play- 
wright Stephen Jeffreys’ script adapts 
Kate Snell’s book Diana: Her Last Love, 
and sets the proceedings within a 
misty cloud of conjecture. It’s all very 
romantic and sometimes ridiculous. 
(And it feels a little dodgy that her kids, 
Princes Harry and William, are seques- 
tered offscreen, albeit ostensibly for 
their own protection.) Also, being a 
princess story, Diana does nuzzle its 
way into fairytale indulgence, now and 
then exuding less fealty to the woman 
herself than to old Audrey Hepburn 
movies — which wouldn't be a bad way 
to go if Jeffreys and Hirschbiegel had 





better tempered it with self-awareness, 
or at least something new and vital 
to say. Jonathan Kiefer 


The Motel Life 
Rated R. Opens Friday. 


Accomplished direction can’t compen- 
sate for hazy scripting in The Motel 
Life, Alan and Gabe Polsky’s adapta- 
tion of Will Vlautin’s novel about two 
Reno brothers, Frank (Emile Hirsch) 
and Jerry Lee (Stephen Dorff), forced 
to hit the road after Jerry Lee kills a 
boy in a hit-and-run accident. Though 
they often flirt with unduly romanti- 
cizing the downtrodden brothers as 
figures of minor tragedy, especially 
through imaginative tall tales told by 
Frank that are depicted via black-and- 
white animation, the Polskys steward- 
ship has a visual beauty — in shots of 
Frank hitchhiking against a gray-sky 
backdrop, or traversing small-town 
streets — that suggests their charac- 
ters’ lonely, wayward conditions. Both 
Hirsch and Dorff strive to do likewise 
through focused performances, but 
Micah Fitzerman-Blue and Noah 
Harpster’s script undercuts their ef- 
forts via characterizations that hav- 
en't been drawn sharply enough. The 
result is that both protagonists feel 
only half-conceived, a shortcoming 
that’s compounded by the fact that 
those around them — Kris Kristoffer- 
son’s car-dealer surrogate father, Da- 
kota Fanning’s nominal hooker witha 
heart of gold — are one-dimensional 
types. Replete with a tracking shot 
through a second-rate Reno casino, 
it’s a portrait of fringe-dwellers that 
evokes P.T. Anderson's Hard Eight, yet 
The Motel Life’s aimless and clichéd 
tale makes it a work that ultimately 
prioritizes atmosphere over narrative 
purpose. N.S.

OPENING 


French Cinema Now “French Cinema Now” sounds 
so geographically and temporally specific as to be 
almost restrictive, but what's always refreshing 
about this annual staple of the San Francisco Film 
Society's fall calendar, now in its sixth iteration, 
is its unexpected breadth. This year the four-day 
festival sources its essential cinematic ingredients 
to France, of course, but also Italy, Germany, Scan- 
dinavia, and North America. All of the films were 
made within the last couple of years, yet in terms 
of setting they reach as far back as the Middle 
Ages. But perhaps most important is how they 
cover even the most familiar ground in unfamiliar 
ways. Take Franco-Swedish director Anna Novion's 
Rendezvous in Kiruna, a soul-searching road movie 
about a middle-aged Parisian architect who drives to 
Sweden to identify the body of ason he never met. 
Along the way he encounters a Swedish hitchhiker, 
some aggressive bikers, a retired but determined 
police inspector, and a moose. Were this an Amer- 
ican film, these turns would be played for yuks or 
for artily restrained yet inevitably belabored indie 
angst. Here, though, a certain unselfconscious 
nonchalance rules. Apparently it’s pervasive: See 
also the bourgeois-people problems of A Castle 
In Italy; the gay cruising scene in Stranger by the 
Lake; the wistful and whimsical amorous ennui 
among thirtysomething Parisian art students in 2 
Autumns, 3 Winters, this festival's opening night film. 
In these films and others, an appealingly Gallic je 
ne Sais quoi prevails, and nothing ever goes quite 
the way you'd expect. (J.K.) 

Running From Crazy Even ostensibly well-adjusted 
siblings struggle with jealousy and competition. 
If there's also a propensity for suicide, and you're 
also the celebrity granddaughters of one of the most 
famous literary suicides in history, it can be well-nigh 
unendurable — but it can be endured all the same, 
and that’s the message behind Harlan County U.S.A. 
director Barbara Kopple’s documentary Running 
From Crazy. The picture follows Mariel Hemingway 
as She describes how she learned to cope with the 
emotional troubles that have plagued her family 
over the generations, particularly the suicides of 
her grandfather Ernest and her older sister Mar- 
gaux, whose promising career nosedived after the 
disastrous release of her first film, 1976's Lipstick. 
Kopple’s doc is interspersed with footage from 
Margaux's little-seen documentary Hemingway: 
Winner Take Nothing (shot in the mid-’80s well 
after her career crashed, but not released until 
after her 1996 suicide), as Margaux traveled the 
world trying to learn more about her grandfather's 
legacy, and to find context for her own anxiety and 
depression. Those are by far the most interesting 
parts of Running From Crazy, which sometimes loses 
momentum when focusing on Mariel’s work as a 
suicide-awareness activist. But the movie is never 
less than earnest, and hopefully it'll inspire someone 
with suicidal thoughts to decide to seek help. (S.C.) 

Spinning Plates With Food Network's Into the Fire 
already to his credit, filmmaker Joseph Levy seems 
appropriately at ease infiltrating the communities 
that spring up within and around professional 
kitchens. He also produced the short film George 
Lucas in Love, and could be said to enjoy probing 
presumably alien worlds for familiar down-home 
comforts. Levy's likable doc Spinning Plates, which 
has taken audience awards at several film festivals, 
looks fondly behind the scenes at three very dif- 
ferent eateries: a 150-year-old family restaurant 
in lowa which burned down twice; a chic Chicago 
molecular-gastronomy hotspot whose famous chef 
nearly succumbed to tongue cancer; and a no-frills 
Mexican joint in Tucson whose humble proprietors 
just hope to stay afloat. Each has its own token 
of ambition — be it regionally superlative fried 
chicken, a third Michelin star, or the security of a 
little girl's future — and, accordingly, each has its 
own philosophy about the nurturing power of food, 
usually at least in part a function of endurance. 
Levy's structure raises some questions that will be 
naggingly familiar to viewers of similar multi-part 
documentary portraits: Why three, and why these 
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three in particular? And, as if encouraged by the 
movie's marginally treacly score, his subjects do 
tend to speak in platitudes. But there’s something 
truly delectable about how they've all let him in 
on their undeniably nourishing life's work. (J.K.) 


South Asian Film Festival Presenting diverse images 


of South Asians while working to creative positive 
change through film, 3rd i Films’ 11th Annual San 
Francisco International South Asian Film Festival 
begins on an appropriately uplifting note with The 
Revolutionary Optimists. This documentary by 
Bay Area filmmakers Nicole Newnham and Maren 
Grainger-Monsen follows children in India’s slums 
who are striving — and succeeding — against the 
odds to make life better for both themselves 
and the children who will come after. Presenting 
a gritter (and fictionalized) view of Indian life is 
Anurag Kashyap's thriller Peddlers, about a pair 
of drifters entangled in the Mumbai's narcotics 
trade, and the deeply troubled cop who's tracking 
them down. If you've never given yourself over 
to the joys of Bollywood, don't miss Shuddh Desi 
Romance on the Castro's big screen. It features 
all the spectacular music, dancing, and romance 
associated with classical Bollywood spectacles, 
with a more modern sensibility about love and 
relationships. And to celebrate the centennial 
of Indian cinema — the first Indian feature film 
was released in 1913! — there’s Shivendra Singh 
Dungarpur’s documentary Celluloid Man, about 
the heroic P.K. Nair, founder of the National Film 
Archive of India and a man dedicated to preserving 
India’s vast film heritage. And film festivals like this 
are fighting the good fight, too. (S.C.) 


ONGOING 


12 Years a Slave In the 1840s, a free black man from 


upstate New York found himself kidnapped and sold 
into slavery. After a dozen years in hell, his rescue 
came from an abolitionist played by Brad Pitt. Ah, 
did we lose you? Fortunately, 12 Years a Slave is not 
just a minor vanity project for Pitt, who is one of 
its producers, but also a courageous step forward 
for director Steve McQueen, previously the maker 
of Hunger and Shame, and a great showpiece for 
Chiwetel Ejiofor, devastatingly good as Solomon 
Northup, the man whose brutal true story this is. 
Amodest but cultivated man, a husband and father, 
Northup absorbs many episodes of evil, and the 
shock of shattered self-possession. Ejiofor has a 
lot to work with, and it’s all in his voice, his body, 
his eyes. McQueen's familiar collaborator Michael 
Fassbender stands out among other pungent if 
short-lived supporting performances by Benedict 
Cumberbatch, Paul Giamatti, Paul Dano, Michael 
K. Williams, Sarah Paulson, and Lupita Nyong’o. As 
a history, 12 Years a Slave doesn't seem to bother 
asking whether we're more morally enlightened 
now; it already knows the unfortunate answer. (J.K.) 


God Loves Uganda Director Roger Ross Williams’ 


documentary backgrounder on Uganda's legislation 
to make homosexuality a crime punishable by life im- 
prisonment — or, for “reoffenders,"’ death — calmly 
traces the origins of that so-called “Kill the Gays” 
bill back to a Missouri megachurch, the International 
House of Prayer in Kansas City. Neither IHOP honcho 
and one-time Prop. 8 cheerleader Lou Engle nor any 





of his bright-eyed proselytizers will quite cop to 
that, but one affable young missionary pronounces 
the whole situation overblown by Western media 
and figures that in any case the law itself is godly. 
These folks seem unaware of or untroubled by a 
Ugandan LGBT activist being beaten to death in 
the street, or a progressive Ugandan clergyman 
running for his life all the way to Boston, never to 
return, and so Williams methodically makes his case 
that such is the unfortunate fallout of American 
AIDS relief with the attached strings of right-wing 
evangelism. It is also mentioned, almost in passing, 
that Uganda's HIV infection rates have in fact risen 
since abstinence-only education began there. (J.K.) 


Kill Your Darlings John Krokidas’s Kill Your Darlings 


is 2013's second film based on the lives of the Beat 
poets, and though not without its flaws, it rises well 
above the low bar set by Walter Salles’ similar- 
ly-themed On the Road. It helps that Darlings focuses 
on more interesting characters, specifically young 
Allen Ginsberg (Daniel Radcliffe) arriving at Columbia 
University in the early 1940s, where he enters into 
a triangle with Lucien Carr (Dane DeHaan) and his 
doomed benefactor David Kammerer (Michael C. 
Hall), binges on nitrous with William S. Burroughs 
(Ben Foster), and begins to find his voice as both 
a poet and a gay man. (Jack Kerouac eventually 
surfaces, but he’s as boring as ever.) Darlings’ cast 
members feel more willing to inhabit their roles 
without concern for their masculine images than 
the bros of On the Road, and Radcliffe is perfectly 
plausible as Ginsberg. But the soundtrack choices 
are occasionally jarring; Bloc Party’s ‘‘The Pioneers 
(M83 Remix)” could not feel more inappropriate ina 
world in which homosexual panic was considered a 


justifiable excuse to commit murder. (S.C.) 


Last Vegas Jon Turteltaub's Last Vegas is the kind 


of harmless, crowd-pleasing confection that has 
long been Turteltaub’s stock in trade. There are 
no surprises or dark twists in this story of lifelong 
friends Paddy (Robert De Niro), Archie (Morgan 
Freeman), Sam (Kevin Kline), and Billy (Michael 
Douglas) gathering in Vegas for the wedding of 
wealthy playboy Billy to a much younger woman. To 
its credit, Last Vegas doesn't treat the idea of older 
people still having sex drives as a gross-out joke 
the way mainstream comedies are wont to (though 
Turteltaub seems to linger on nubile young flesh, 
as if to compensate), and even the sadly inevitable 
“That woman's really a man!" joke introduces an 
actual character, witha backstory and mini-arc. Last 
Vegas is not groundbreaking, but it’s not as lazy as 
it might have been, either. (S.C.) 


Let the Fire Burn Jason Osder’s documentary is 


constructed from archival footage concerning 
the events of a very bad day in May of 1985, when 
Philadelphia police laid siege to the fortified 
headquarters of the anarcho-primitivist Black 
Power group MOVE with water, tear gas, bullets, 
and, finally, explosives. The resulting fire caused the 
death of six adults and five children, the destruction 
of five dozen non-MOVE homes in the mostly black 
neighborhood, and an astonishing amount of 
inaction on the part of the authorities, who were 
content to let the fire do their work for them. Let the 
Fire Burn doesn't spend much time on what made 
the cult-like MOVE or its charismatically deranged 
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leader John Africa tick, but that’s a deep enough 
topic to warrant its own movie. (S.C.)

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Chef Yeral Caldas makes 
his exces ceviche

Cholo Soy is an education in 
the simple pleasures of Peruvian food. 
Unlike more upscale Peruvian restau- 
rants in town like La Mar, at Cholo Soy 
there’s no printed menu, everything is 
$10, and the basic lunch counter offers 
the kind of no-frills atmosphere that re- 
minds me of a market stand in Latin 
America. What you see here is what you 
get, and what you get is a great over- 
view of Peruvian cuisine, and an experi- 
ence that makes you feel grateful for a 
city with neighborhoods like the Mis- 
sion, which support these small win- 
dows into different worlds. 

It’s a plain spot: A stainless-steel 
counter with a few stools, and three 
tables jutting out from it, in the 
otherwise empty atrium of Plaza Ad- 
elante at 19th and Mission. Peruvian 
chef/owner Yeral Caldas is behind the 
counter every day, smiling, greeting 
customers, verbally running down 
the menu (there is no printed ver- 
sion), making ceviche, checking in to 
make sure everything is okay, eagerly 
offering tidbits of information about 
the ingredients and preparation. 

The clientele is mainly working 
class; many of the customers order 
in Spanish, and though there are a 
few families, most visitors are clad in 
work boots and sweatshirts. Nearly 
everyone starts the meal with ceviche, 
and I understood why after I tried 
it once, and found myself thinking

about it hours and days later. It’s the 
best ceviche I’ve ever had, bright and 
fresh-tasting and full of the vibrancy 
of cilantro and lemon juice, made 
all the better because it’s assembled 
before your eyes at the counter. An al- 
ternate version is laced with the bright 
yellow aji amarillo pepper of Peru; it’s 
less peppy, more rounded than the 
original version, but just as good. Both 
ceviches come with fried corn nuts and 
a little reservoir of very hot pepper 
sauce, which loses some of its burn- 
your-tongue potency when mixed into 
the ceviche and lends the fish a fiery, 
slow-burning edge. At $5 a plate, this 
is the best seafood deal in town. 

Each day has its own lunch spe- 
cials; regulars seemed to come in 
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seeking specific dishes, but as an 
initiate you never quite know what to 
expect until Caldas tells you what he’s 
serving, which is part of the place’s 
charm. One day brought a duo of Pe- 
ruvian potato salads — warm coins of 
yellow potatoes, a sheaf of green-leaf 
lettuce, and a still-runny hardboiled 
egg, topped with your choice of two 
sauces. Papa a la huanciana was a 
sunshine-yellow, creamy ahi chili 
sauce, made with cheese and saltine 
crackers, while ocopa came with a 
green, gritty sauce made from ground 
peanuts that got its vibrant color 
from a Peruvian herb called tagetes 
minuta, a type of marigold. The for- 
mer was rich and buttery and had an 
upfront flavor that came and went, 


like hollandaise without the signature 
tang, while the latter lingered on the 
tongue and revealed its complexity 
over time. 

Most of the daily specials are 
simple: tender, braised meat in one 
form or another, covered with sauce, 
and served with rice, potatoes, or 
beans. The seeming humbleness of 
the dishes belies their excellence as 
lunch plates. Monday featured asado 
de res, a slab of braised beef so ten- 
der I didn’t need the accompanying 
knife, topped with a layered, spicy 
sauce made with six different chiles, 
a proprietary blend of Caldas’. It was 
served with a huge helping of rice 
and stewed lima beans, a generous 
portion for lunch, and a steal at $10. 
Also on offer that day was a stewed 
chicken leg, but everyone was eat- 
ing the cau-cau, a dish of tripe and 
chopped potatoes in a vibrant yellow 
sauce, served with seasoned rice. The 
honeycombs of tripe were clean and 
spongy, the warm potatoes added 
texture, and though it was not my 
personal favorite — I have yet to con- 
vert to the tribe of tripe — it seemed 
to make the offal aficionados around 
me very happy. 

On a Saturday afternoon visit, I 
was greeted with a haunch of lamb, 
breathtakingly tender, its earthy 
flavor perfectly counterpointed by a 
dark cilantro-based sauce. This was 
cabrito norteno de cordera, a dish 
traditionally featuring goat, but it 
worked beautifully with the musk- 
iness of the lamb leg. Lunch also 
featured a large hunk of stewed pork 
in a subtle tomato-chile sauce, which 
came with a lively side salad of mint, 
red onion, and lemon juice. Tuesdays 
are said to bring roast duck and chick- 
en with rice; Wednesday has fried fish 
and chicken fillets; Thursdays feature 
a nutty chicken stew. I look forward 
to returning and sampling it all in the 
near future. 

The meal is best washed down 
with an Inca Cola, a sugary, bubble- 
gum-y soda that reminds me of the 
Scottish IRN-BRU, and alleviates the 
burn if you accidentally inhale too 
much spice (they also sell cans of Diet 
Inca for the sugar-adverse). Dulce de 
leche cookies are available in a cake 
stand for dessert, or you could just or- 
der another helping of ceviche for the 
road — the sweetness of the fish and 
the vividness of the citrus is as nice 
an end to a meal as it is a beginning.

Local Mission Market, the 


ambitious new venture from Yaron Mil- 
grom and Jake Des Voignes (of Local’s 
Corner and Local Mission Eatery), is on 
track to open next week. The 
2,700-square-foot market, which 
prominently features a large commis- 
sary kitchen where a team of profes- 
sional chefs will make all the store’s 
products in-house, sources its ingredi- 
ents from local farms, ranches, and 
fishermen, and packages everything on 
the premises. If all goes according to 
plan, it should be open this week. 

As I wrote in my August cover 
story about the rise of the 21st cen- 
tury supermarket, Milgrom and Des 
Voignes set out to rebuild the grocery 
shopping experience from the ground 
up. In the new space, which has a 
modern general store vibe about it, 
they strive to marry old values with 
new technology. So, the first thing 
you will see when you walk in is the 
butcher counter with a (presumably) 
friendly and helpful butcher behind it, 
and there are attractive, locally made 
bins housing bulk ingredients and 
local fruit and vegetables. 

But instead of awkwardly writing 
numbers on twist-ties to identify 
your bulk groceries, you use a snaz- 
zy, proprietary iPad app to weigh 
and tag your ingredients. Roving 
iPad-equipped checkers will be on the 
floor to help you get out of the store 
more quickly. The market will also 
launch with a full online webstore 
where you can order groceries to pick 
up or for delivery in the Mission. 

The space has the same quasi-in-

dustrial, reclaimed wood décor that 
so many new restaurants and bars 
have these days, but it’s beautifully 
done, and, as Milgrom says, was 
chosen consciously as a nod to the 
industrial, warehouse-y history of the 
Mission neighborhood. Chalkboards 
display daily specials and the prices 
and names of shelved items. There 
aren't any aisles, and you'll be able to 
peek into the production kitchen from 
cutaway windows and interact with 
the chefs at work. And true to the 
market’s mission, everything is local, 
down to the Black Acacia tree that 
makes up the checkout counter, felled 
in Laurel Heights. 

Aside from all that, Local Mission 
Market also seems like it will be a 
great place to shop for groceries. 

The store will make its own vinegar, 
vanilla extract, hot sauce, cured fish, 
jams, pickles, bread, crackers, pasta, 
sauce, sausage, stocks, sauces, sofrito, 
caramelized onions, vinaigrettes, and 
more, and will also sell things like 
chicken carcasses for stock-making 
purposes — all of it made from the 
same ingredients that Milgrom and 
Des Voignes use in their restaurants. 
The goal of a lot of these pantry in- 
gredients is to make putting a tasty 
dinner on the table easier and faster 
for busy Missionites. “It gives you the 
ability to build hours of cooking into 
your 20-minute meal,” Milgrom says. 
For the extra-busy, there will also be 
small-batch prepared dishes available 
throughout the day.

Perfectly Boring

I'd rather bite my tongue 
than say a bad word about the bar- 
tenders at Bergerac. When I asked the 
bartender to whip me up something 
special, they went off menu to mix rye 
whiskey, coconut, Campari, anda 
baked apple digestif that, if I heard 
correctly, a bartender makes himself. 

And the “Unforgiven”? Mezcal 
with gin, rojo, spring water, Duke’s 
Orange, and goddamn tobacco tinc- 
ture? 

These were some of the best 
drinks I’ve had in a while. But even 
so ... Bergerac reminds me of a girl 
I knew in New York, whom I had 
an unrequited crush on, named 
Melissa. 

Shortly after she turned 26, she 
asked me, “Why am I not happy?” 

“T have everything I’m supposed 
to,” she said. “I have the advanced 
degree, the job, the husband, the 
house. Every box is checked off. So 
why am I so goddamn miserable?” 

“Because,” I told her, “it’s not 
your checklist. It’s a checklist 
somebody handed you, and you've 
spent your whole life checking it off 
without ever asking yourself ‘Is this 
what I want?” 

It turned out her husband was 
also gay. But we didn’t know that at 
the time. 

Bergerac has everything that 
turns me on in a bar. It’s upscale, 
with great furniture, better bar- 
tenders, and a cocktail-focused 
menu with bar snacks to match. You 
can go in and sit on a couch that 
smells of old leather and order duck 
tacos and gin cut with rose water. 

But in checking off all these 
items, it’s failed to offer anything 
outside the box. Bergerac has a nice- 
ly understated Rolling Stones theme 
that could be interesting (its design 
imitates the French mansion where 
the Stones recorded Exile on Main 
St.) — but instead it comes across 
as its own cover band. We didn’t 
admire the Stones for their techni- 
cal competence: We loved them for 
their wild rock ‘n’ roll energy, which 
Bergerac has in no way managed to 
harness because it’s so focused on 
being the perfect “upscale cocktail 
bar.” The Stones weren’t afraid of 
being raw. 

The night before I went to 
Bergerac, some friends of mine 
threw a “Miracle Fruit” party. About 
150 people walked into a vacant of- 
fice space on Mission and ate these 
berries that — no joke — alter your 
taste buds so that sour tastes sweet, 
and sweet sour. We ate the berries 
and then tried out lemons and pine- 
apples and pickles. I took a shot of 
balsamic vinegar — it was bizarre 
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for my nose to be telling me one 
thing and my tongue another. The 
whole world was different. And all it 
took was $100 worth of berries and 
some cheap produce. 

What made it work was inspira- 
tion, the difference between follow- 
ing a map and going on a treasure 
hunt. A map tells you exactly what 
to expect; a treasure hunt promises 
something interesting’s going to 
happen if you put your mind to it. 

It’s that experience of inspira- 
tion, of having access to unexplored 
possibilities, that makes for a great 
bar. Having all the customary pieces 
in place and then polishing them ’til 
they glisten like a silver dollar isn’t 
inspired, just shiny. 

Bergerac is a very good bar, and 
in smaller markets it’s fine to coast 
on good food and great drinks. But 
San Francisco likes treasure hunts. 
Even the very good bars are com- 
peting against a population given 
to inspiration. Not just in bars but 
in everything: the same way TV 
shows have to compete against You- 
Tube and Xboxes, bars in S.F. have 
to compete against Miracle Fruit 
parties and video installations and 
outlaw poetry readings in the back 
of a warehouse where they pass a 
bottle around. 

And most of these things are 
crap — but enough of them are 
truly inspired to be dangerous to 
a bar like Bergerac, no matter how 
nice the drinks and couches. It 
seems terrified of the very sponta- 
neous energy that made the Stones 
famous. Instead Bergerac is going 
through the motions, the bar equiv- 
alent of a TV rerun. Even if it’s a 
very good show, why watch a rerun 
when there’s always a genius having 
a party in the back of a box truck, or 
a brilliant sound technician who’s 
rigged up a basement? 

Maybe these are growing pains. 
Bergerac is a new bar, it can take 
time for things to come together. 
After our talk, Melissa got a divorce, 
found a new job, started dating a 
sports writer, and stopped talking 
to me. She’s much happier. Good 
things come when you put the 
checklist down and see what you 
want to do for your own sake. If it 
can get around “being good” and 
reach “inspiration,” Bergerac will be 
a force to be reckoned with. But not 
before. 

Inspiration, like an unrequited 
crush, is harsh that way.

For solo artist and Fresh & Onlys guitarist Wymond Miles, darkness is the daily norm.

Wymond Miles’ home is 
haunted. The 35-year-old solo artist 
and guitarist in pop romantic outfit 
The Fresh & Onlys moved into the 
three-story Balboa Park unit in 2007 
with his wife, Sarah. In 2009, she gave 
birth to their son, Julian, inside the 
home. The living room is mood-lit a 
pale orange and Miles’ new solo al- 
bum, Cut Yourself Free, spins on the 
turntable. Suddenly, a clamorous 
crash from upstairs disrupts the lis- 
tening session. Miles bounds up to- 
ward the noise and returns witha 
sheepish grin. “Sorry, we havea 
ghost,” he says. “It’s okay, though, we 
know who it is.” The phantom appar- 
ently sent some window blinds to the 
floor. “Sarah and I were just up there 
laughing about it,” he says. “It’s a sig- 
nificant day for us, so we're not sur- 
prised it’s acting up.” 

Miles has a piano in the base- 
ment recording studio, and a family 
and a ghost upstairs — and he 
looks comfortable sprawled out on 
a couch in the middle of it all. His 
notorious hair arches up several 
inches over his skull before swoop- 
ing down his back, like the path of 
an elegant high-dive. He’s 5-foot-8, 
but the blow-dried coiffure boosts 
his stature to over 6 feet. For the 
moment, he’s ignoring the “For 
Sale” sign outside, but new land- 
lords will almost certainly mean a 
rent increase Miles can’t absorb on 
a musician’s income. 

As our conversation veers be- 
tween fatherhood, astrology, and 
dark music, it’s clear that Miles the 
songwriter is the same Miles who 
courts ghosts at home. The ponder- 
ous romantic who pens lofty odes to 
liberation found a school for his son 
that upholds a similar disciplined 
creative scheduling as he follows 
himself. His songwriting persona 
could rightly be described as mysti- 
cal, but Miles looks to the cosmos to 
explain everyday matters too, like 
why there’s a ghost in house. (His 
sun and Pluto square one another, 
which attracts tension and dark- 
ness, he says.) 

The opening track on Miles’ new 
album, “The Ascension,” floats atop 
palm-muted guitars and ominous 
keyboard lines until Miles wearily 
declares, “As I climb and look over 
the void/I know now my destiny.”

Cut Yourself Free to his 2012 debut, 
Under the Pale Moon, he says, “I’m 
going with less purely abstract 
watercolors and instead forming 
landscapes with implied stories,” 
which means that he sharpened 
the grooves, muted the glistening 
guitars, and wrote lyrics about char- 
acters rather than free-associating. 
It broods and nods to the tightly 
wound aggression of 80s post-punk 
artists like Echo and the Bunny- 
men, but positive affirmations lay 
beneath the surface of despair. For 
Miles, even satisfaction is painted 
in black. 

Miles studied painting and phi- 
losophy in college in Colorado, but 
moved to San Francisco to pursue 
music in 2005. He says the city in- 
stilled a renewed sense of purpose, 
a transformation to which Cut 
Yourself Free seems to speak, with 
a cover depicting the vast Pacific 
beneath a stormy sunset. “Every- 
one visits the ocean to shed them- 
selves of some notion or another,” 
Miles explains. “I’m fascinated by 
its churning violence. ... It’s the 
breathing of the tide and earth and 
all of history.” 


recall four years ago when he feared 
playing music wouldn't generate 
enough income and nearly quit: 
“The first thing you do is realize you 
live in San Francisco and there’s no 
god damn way you can continue to 
play music,” he recalls of the time. 
“Then, you start becoming moody 
and angry. Then, the people around 
you say, ‘What are you doing? This 
is your moment. Don't let what 
you re supposed to do dictate what 
you need to be doing.” 

The decision to continue was 
fortuitous. His four years of fa- 
therhood have paralleled a career 
ascension. His solo debut and EP 
last year met critical acclaim. Ear- 
lier this year, the rediscovered 60s 
legend Rodriguez invited Miles 
to tour with him as lead guitarist. 
Meanwhile, The Fresh & Onlys tour 
frequently, and release records for 
vaunted New York imprint Mexican 
Summer. 

Of course, Miles has worked hard 
for it. “There’s nothing I’ve commit- 
ted myself to as a discipline as much 
as playing music,” he says. “Disci- 
pline” also means what he calls the 
“daddy schedule”: Earlier that day, 





the morning until 2:30 in the af- 
ternoon. During this time, he alsc 
writes, records demos, practices 
instruments, and handles press ol 
ligations. Then, he picks up Julian 
from school and later attends grot 
rehearsals. 

Julian attends the Waldorf 
School, a private institution guide 
by the teachings of Austrian philo 
opher Rudolf Steiner, whom Mile: 
deeply admires. On the school’s w 
conventional teaching methods — 
which include banning all screens 
prioritizing playtime, and “letting 
the child come to reading” — Mile 
explains that “it also emphasizes 
rhythm. Rhythm itself is one of 
the greatest tools of discipline.” Ir 
many ways, Julian’s school impart 
the credo Miles lives by himself. 

And so far, that credo seems to 
be effective. Cut Yourself Free will 
likely further raise Miles’ profile a 
a solo artist. After our meeting, h 
and his wife found a smaller home 
for rent elsewhere in Balboa Park. 
Moving wasn’t really a choice, but 
typically, Miles paints the relocati 
as another instance of liberation 
— this time, for the ghost itself, a

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LOST IN THE NIGHT 


Putting the 
Dub Back in 
Dubstep 


By Derek Opperman 


For more than a decade, Dub 
Mission has provided one of the most 
reliable good times on a Sunday night 
in San Francisco. The mellow, unpre- 
tentious weekly is the city’s closest ap- 
proximation to an old-school 
Jamaican sound system. The music it 
specializes in is dub, an instrumental 
form of spaced-out reggae that fea- 
tures body-massaging bass frequen- 
cies, clattering percussion, and liberal 
use of echo and other effects. This 
Sunday the party welcomes an ex- 
tremely special guest in the form of 
Mad Professor, a U.K.-based producer 
who’s one of the most prolific dub 
practitioners of the 80s and’90s. He’s 
a crossover artist whose experimental 
work in the reggae world had a mea- 
surable influence on ambient acts like 
the Orb and trip-hop groups like Mas- 
sive Attack. 

Mad Professor’s appearance in 
San Francisco comes as a part of his 
Roots of Dubstep tour, a reprise and 
re-affirmation of an electronica-in- 
debted album he originally released 
in 2011. Much like the music on that 
LP, his live show strives to illuminate 
the connection between dubstep 
and Jamaican dub. That might seem 
strange, considering what dubstep 
has become, but there’s sense to it if 
you trace the sound back from today 
— where it’s basically electronic 
heavy metal for Americans — to 
its early life in the subwoofer-lined 
dancehalls of late ‘90s and early ’00s 
London. Back then, dubstep was 
still noticeably Jamaican; it was a 
hybrid fashioned from the rhythms 
of 2-step garage and the monolithic 
low end of drum ’n’ bass. The early 
records, like Digital Mystikz’s “Nev- 
erland,’ Horsepower Productions’ 
“The Swindle,” and Loefah’s “28g” 

— along with the ones that came 
out before U.K. dubstep’s demise in 
the late 00s — also rely upon some 
of the same digital dub techniques 
essential to the music of Mad Pro- 
fessor. 

Their similarity can be felt in his 
live show, which he'll be recreating 
at Elbo Room with a multichannel 
mixing board, banks of echo units, 
and various other auxiliary effects. 
He takes raw, multitracked record- 
ings of instrumental reggae cuts and 
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runs them through his mixer live, 
manipulating the faders and dials by 
hand, looking like a disc jockey while 
unleashing walls of ricocheting delay 
and rumbling bass with live toasting 
provided by Joe Ariwa and General 
Levy. And while Mad Professor's 
music might not be dubstep in the 
traditional sense, it still serves the 
genre by showcasing where the at- 
mosphere and bass frequencies that 
characterize the music first came

Lyrics Born and Lateef Return as Latyrx, 
Right on Time for the Indie Rap Renaissance

So Jurassic Five has reunited, 
Deltron 3030 just put out a new al- 
bum, El-P and Killer Mike have made 
three of the best rap records of the 
last two years, Death Grips smolders 
controversially in the national con- 
sciousness, and Kanye has alienated 
everyone with a cacophonous assault 
on corporate white America. Is indie 
rap once again ascendant? Not that 
“indie rap” could or would mean what 
it did when Y2K was still a thing — 
rap, like rock and pop, comes in 
vastly more stances and flavors than 
“indie” or “mainstream” anymore — 
but, well, we all know about those 
20-year cycles, right? 

And so right on time, here is 
a new Latyrx album — which is 
already a phrase unique to this 
particular moment. Sixteen years 
ago, the Bay Area’s Lateef the 
Truthspeaker and Lyrics Born part- 
nered under a neologism of both 
their names for one commercially 
ineffective but quietly influential 
experiment called Latyrx. They had 
productions by DJ Shadow before 
everyone knew who DJ Shadow 
was, and Chief Xcel before anyone 
had heard of Blackalicious. And the 
two MCs were at least as remark- 
able — Lateef, with a tongue like a 
jackhammer, and Lyrics Born, who 
sang, scraped, groaned, and flitted 
his way through all 47 minutes of 
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The Album. Together they found a 
liminal space between traditional 
boom-bap and mind-twisting ex- 
perimentation, like on the album’s 
eponymous first track, where 
Lateef and Lyrics Born rapped 
separately over the same spacey DJ 
Shadow beat, then laid the vocal 
tracks over each other, each spiral- 
ing off alone at once. But Latyrx 
put out The Album in 1997, released 
one EP the following year, and then 
went quiet. 

Until now. With the release of 
The Second Album, Lateef and Lyrics 
give their sonic sorcery the 2013 
update, hurling hot lyrical pota- 
toes over a dubsteppy quiver (“It’s 
Time”), spooning out syllables over 
Merrill Garbus of tUnE-yArDs doing 
her best bird-call impression (“Wa- 
tershed Moment”), and shouting, 
unhinged and unrepentant, over 
blazing neon synthesizers (“Gor- 
geous Spirits (Aye Let’s Go!)”). If 
that all sounds rather diverse and 
unpredictable, those qualities define 
The Second Album. Its good parts are 
good enough to make you wonder 
about a resurgence in Bay Area 
independent rap, and with these 
gifted rappers using productions 
from tUnE-yArDs, Jel, Amp Live, 
and others, there are plenty of good 
parts. The lesser moments arrive 
when Lateef and Lyrics indulge that 


contagious Nor-Cal urge to preach 
about Big Problems (gun violence; 
rumor/meme culture; “peace, jus- 
tice, equality”) without acknowledg- 
ing the knots that make them such 
Big Problems in the first place. 

But the dimmer spots don’t spoil 
the overriding sense of freshness 
and vigor in these 13 songs. The Sec- 
ond Album is a powerful reminder 
of the talents of both Lateef and 
Lyrics Born, both as rappers and 
decision-makers assembling a big 
project like this. (Perhaps because 
he mixes up his rhyming with 
singing, Lyrics Born is the more 
compelling presence of the two; one 
highlight is his confession of being 
addicted to buying shit on credit 
cards on “It’s Time.”) The sudden, 
pleasurable return of this long-dor- 
mant duo makes us wonder: Is that 
adversarial urgency that so enlivens 
the music of these rappers and their 
Quannum/Solesides crew becoming 
cool again? Why did Lateef and 
Lyrics take 16 years to follow up 
their acclaimed debut? Could indie 
rap come back? And — most im- 
portantly — when are they going to 
make The Third Album?

Jamison sure loves his natural scenery. The last-name-lacking chillwave/ 
dream-pop beatsmith and Canadian citizen behind Teen Daze consistently 
uses his cover art to share gentle organic vistas. Full-length The Inner Man- 
sions, and EPs The House On The Mountain and Four More Years, all feature 
forestry, while his debut LP All Of Us, Together captures two bodies free fall- 
ing from space toward a silent, hopeful Earth. The sweeping, ice-covered 
mountains sprawled across the front of Glacier — Teen Daze’s third and lat- 
est record — continue this theme, as do track titles like “Alaska,” “Tundra,” 
and “Ice on the Windsill.” That last tune in particular feels like time-lapse 
photography of somewhere cold, empty, and strangely comforting — maybe 
Antarctica — interpreted through dulcet, unobtrusive electronica. Teen 
Daze’s aesthetic doesn’t particularly enrich chillwave’s longstanding woozy- 
beats-for-fading-daylight formula, but Glacier provides a pretty and endear- 


ing listen anyhow. Here’s to chillierwave. Reyan Ali

The Budos Band’s sound is unmistakably its own: heavy bass lines repeat 
over aggressively funky drumbeats while horns play boisterous melodies 
and a West African shekere gourd instrument keeps steady time. In be- 
tween songs, band members drink beer and curse often. The group is from 
Staten Island, New York, but its music is an amalgamation of Afrobeat, 
Ethiopian jazz, soul, funk, and’70s rock. Critics argue the music is too re- 
dundant and that all the songs sound the same; fans say the hypnotic repe- 
tition is precisely what makes it work. “We have this B-Boy fan contingent, 
we have a jam-band crowd, the funk 45 collectors, and world music fans,” 
says Budos Band baritone saxophonist Jared Tankel. “Some people say this 
is just a nostalgic thing, but that is such a load of shit. If you look at pop 
music, so much of that sounds like the ’80s or 90s. You can find nostalgia 
in anything if you want to.” The band’s new album, due out by summer 
2014, will have a heavy Black Sabbath influence; expect to hear new, unre- 
leased material at this week’s show. Gary Moskowitz
